August IS. 

After twelve days in the saddle I 
have reached the front. In a tew days 
I shall see the . . . Japanese armies 
pitted ngainst the forces of the Cisar In] 
a great-fight that will,- djjclde tlie fate 
dC Liaoyang; if not the war. It Is sis- 
teen days since 1 lauded from the 
transport HeUo-Mnm at Llushutun; and 
since lliut I have had many experiences. 
They began when August was born i 
Then I awoke In n Russian barrack and 
ns 1 crawled front the blanket spread 
on the floor I Jioard,.th© guns boom in 
the batteries before Port Arthur. An 
I washed in n bowl set on the sill of. 
the abandoned barrack I saw, across a 
wide plain oC sand, ninny transports at 
anchor in Taliemvnn Bay, hundreds of 
bullock carts loading from stacks of 
rice, provisions and supplies, food for 
men dud nuns; 1 saw thousands of toil- 
ing coolies, and in tho distance a Chin- 
ese settlement. Since then 1 have seen 
thousands of bullock carts with animais 
and coolies ever toiling to keep the sin- 
ews of war moving to the front, and 1 
have seen ninny Chinese villages and 
cities, each if anything, more filthy than 
that I had seen before. L have seen 
many things. 

The trek north began on the morning 
of August 1st. We hud breakfasted in 
the abandoned Russian barrack, and 
saw the bullock carts loaded with our 
worldly goods as we ate, and watched 
the boys saddling up. What a crew 
we were, some of those who had not 
been able to secure horses being mount- 
ed on rallies. It was laughable to see 
one lanky American correspondent 
astride n little 'jack' with his legs al- 
most touching the ground, and another 
stout magisterial writer riding behind 
like Sancbo Panza following Don Quix- 
ote. My pony was fresh and made 
good time over the .deeply-rutted road, 
toward the north, where loomed Nan- 
shun and rugged Mount Sampson. On 
either hand, contrasting With the mud- 
walled Chinese villages, now converted 
Into barracks for Japanese soldiers, were 
many solidly built Russian barracks and 
storehouses, all belying "temporary oc- 
cupation," and there were acres of ripen- 
ing grain, maize and kowliang, growing 
ten feet high, The road, a ditch-like 
thoroughfare, called by courtesy, a road, 
was filled with convoys of bullock-carts, 
laden with rice and ammunition and 
various other supplies for men and guns. 
These carts are wonderful vehicles, with 
massive wheels of elm with tires of an 
inch and a -half of iron that are. fasten- 
ed to massive axles which turn with 
them. With bullocks, mules and don- 
keys, all yoked together, drawing them 



over roads with rata that cover the \vh 
over roads with ruts that cover the 
wheels to the hubs, the carts carry great 
loads. No other cart could Stand the 
traffic of these wayl'ares of China, 
fording streams, floundering through 
puddles, riding through tho stone-walled 
villages of rubble and mud, with dirty, 
naked children playing in the mud, 
with women washing at the common 
wells, and pariah dogs snapping at the 
'horses's heels, past houses of peat and 
thatch, pig-sties and temples, 1 rode to 
Nanshan. The hill slopes well; it is 
a small hill In comparison with Mount 
iSampsou, Undoubtedly, though, it is 
u strong position. 

1 stabled my pony In the wide trench 
.that ran through the kowliang, tying 
the halter rope through a loophole made 
of sand bags, and 1 clambered over the 
wire entanglements, on to a battlefield. 
The battle of Nanshan has been detail- 
ed; it is useless to recapitulate the - Kile 
of the Japanese victory, which, when 
one sees the position the Russians held 
si-ems incomprehensible, 

At Kinchow 1 rode under the crumb- 
ling u rc-li of the south gate at noon and 
reported at the commandant's office at 
the gate. For three hours the aecuum 
luted correspondents, who had fore- 
gathered one by one, wandered about 
the streets of Kinchow with the gnaw 
ings of hunger at their stomachs, and 
the carts did not come. And when they 
did the canteen anil cook were missing. 
At f> o'clock the military billeted us 
in the home of a local official, a man 
darin of sorts, and wearily we laid our- 
selves down to rest on the k'ang. The 
k'ang is peculiar to China. It is 
raised brick dais which runs along one 
side of the room and, covered with rough 
mats, made from the dried stocks of the 
kowliang, the giant millet, forms the 
family bed. We made it our home, for 
the Hoor was deep with dirt. My pony 
was billeted between the coffins of the 
mandarin and his wife in an outhouse, 
a novel stable, and when many buckets 
of water had beeii soused over nie I 
dressed for dinner by adding a necktie 
to my traveling attire. Towards even- 
ing in the afterglow 1 went to the city 
wall to photograph the place, a cluster 
of low houses, brown and dirty, inter- 
sected by two cross streets, tho business 
streets, which run from gate to gate. 
This wall, crumbling with age, has been 
the garrison wall of soldiers in several 
fights, and the Russians who last held 
them, vacated with the least resistance. 
On the city wall focussed my camera, 
and snapped; a moment later, a sentry 
with a rille at the slope, stood on cither

Ottawa, Kept. 27. — The Dominion elec- 
tion campaign will bo opened by Premier 
Laurier at Sorel tomorrow. The prime 
minister had a long conference this 
morning with the Governor-General, at 
which, it is understood, he gave reasons 
which", in his judgment, warranted a 
dissolution of the ninth parliament of 
Canada. It is presumed that these were 
held to be good and sufficient, ns in the 
course of a day or two His Excellency's 
proclamation dissolving tho present par- 
liament will be issued.

Kuropatkln Is Evidently Prepar- 
ing For the Japanese Flank- 
ing Movement. 



St. Petersburg, Sept. 28.— (2:05 a.m.)— 
The war commission adjourned early 
last evening without issuing further 
news from the far east. The report that 
the Japanese had crossed the Hun river 
titty miles above the city, is believed to 
refer to a scouting party of Japanese 
whose presence there was recorded in 
the Associated Press despatches of Sep- 
tember 20. The movement of Japanese 
forces on the Liao river, which was re- 
ported in a despatch from General Sak- 
haroff to the general staff on September 
20, is all the more significant since tfinh- 
chan is the starting point of roads lead- 
ing to Tie pass, .Mukden and Sinmin- 
tin, The announcement that the Rus- 
sians are fortifying Fakoman, 25 miles 
northeast of .Mukden, shows that Gen- 
eral Kuropatkln is preparing to check 
the flanking movement on the Tie pass 
from the west in case Sinmintin should 
have! to be evacuated. 

The entire absence of news from Port 
Arthur, it is feared, indicates a closer 
hlo'cknde there. Hitherto despatches 
from General Stoessel have been coming 
through semi-weekly. 

The admiralty has not received any 
details of the reported sea fight Off 
Aniva, at the southeastern extremity 
of Sakhalin. 

The Vladivostock sipiadron, it is un- 
derstood, is still in the harbor. The can- 
nonading of Aniva was probably a Japa- 
nese attack on the blockade runners. 

A telegram received from Batouin re- 
porting that reservists are being trans- 
ported along the Caucasian coast, brings 
the first intimation that troops there are 
being mobilized. There are only two 
army corps in the Caucasus, and one 
of these has apparently been order- 

1 to the far east.

UNION IKON WORKS SOLD. 

Reorganization Committee of Shipbuild- 
ing Trust Secures Property. 

As mentioned in despatches in these 
columns, the Union Iron works, One of 
the properties of- the former United 
States Shipbuilding Corporation, was 
sold at public miction at San Francisco 
on Monday by order of the Federal 
court of the district of New Jersey. 

James Smith, jun., receiver of the cor- 
poration, who was appointed a special 
master in chancery for the occasion, 
conducted the sale. 



M. Schwab. His bid, the minimum al 
lowable under the terms of sale, of 
;?1, 700,000, was accepted, subject to the 
approval of the court. To bind the 
transaction, the successful bidder de- 
posited certified checks amounting to 
$105,000. The plant of the Harlan & 
Jlollingsworth Company, at Wilming- 
ton, Del., is now the only one of the 
former properties of the United States 
Shipbuilding Corporation not controlled 
by the reorganization committee. 

The sale of the great ship yard plant, 
which was conducted at the main en- 
trance of the iron works, was not largely 
attended, the most notable persons pres- 
ent being Charles M. Schwub, Receiver 
Smith and Attorneys Pollock and W. M. 
Green, of New York. The property had 
to be sold by reason of the proceedings 
instituted to wind up the affairs of the 
bankrupt United States Shipbuilding 
Company. According to a ruling by 
United States Circuit Judge Lanning, of 
Trenton, N, J., on July 2 last, the lowest 
bid that would be accepted for the Un- 
ion Iron Works proper was $1,400,000. 
Under the heading of mortgaged person- 
al property of the Union Iron Works 
the minimum bid could not he less than 
SoOO.000. 

After Attorney Jnmes M. Diegmau 
had read a description of the property, 
Receiver Smith said : 

"It will be necessary for bidders who 
wish to qualify to deposit $100,000." 

A check for that amount was deposited 
on behalf of George Sheldon, president 
of the reorganization committee. Air. 
Smith then called for bids, and the same 
representative of the Schwab reorgani- 
zation committee offered $1,400,000 for 
the real property of the concern. The 
same scene was repeated when the per- 
sonal property of the plant was sold 
for $300,000, after Mr. Pollock had 
deposited his check for $00,000. 

There were no other bids. When the 
reorganization is completed, it is stated 
tiiat the new company will be capitalized 
at $33,000,000, of which $3,000,000 will 
be in bonds. 

San Francisco, Sept. 27.— Various ru- 
mors regarding the futuro of the Union 
Iron Works were today set at rest by 
('. M. Schwab's order that the plant 
should be enlarged and made the finest 
in the United States if not in the world. 
Air. Schwab and his party will leave for 
the East tomorrow over the Canadian 
Pacific railway.

Boxing Contests 
Most Successful 



Two British Columbia Champion- 
ships Contested at the 
Exhibition. 



Holders Maintained Their Titles 
— Army Matches Billed 
For Tonight. 



The Duuiteur boxing contest in the 
pavilion attracted u large crowd of spec- 
tators lust evening. TJio arrangements 
of the ring and the seating accommoda- 
tion for the public was very stnisfactory, 
and tho matches followed each other 
without any delay. In fact the manage- 
ment of the affair reflected great credit 
on the boxing club and the executive of 
the exhibition. 

The boxing itself was much above the 
average. All the matches were energet- 
ically contested, especially those for the 
amateur featherwight and lightweight 
championships of British Columbia. It 
is to be regretted that there were no 
challengers for the bantam and middle- 
weight championship?, but lots of notice 
was given to all the boxers of the prov- 
ince, and so the holders and the victors 
in the contested matches have every 
right to consider themselves the British 
Columbia champions. 

.Major Cnown, It. M. Li. I., refereed 
the lirst match, and the others were 
refereed by Sergt, Dunn, with Com- 
mander Sandemanu, It. N., and Major 
(Jhown as judges. No exception could 
possibly be taken to the decisions, as 
the applause that greeted each an- 
nouncement abundantly testified. It 
may be a matter of opinion, but Ser- 
geant Dunn's trick of passing between 
the combatants when they are breaking 
from a clinch certainly is unusual. 

Of the various matches, that between 
AY. Hill and Ted Bailey, bolder, for the 
featherweight championship, was about 
the hottest encounter of the evening. 
'Hill went above his class in tackling 
Bailey, but he gave the champion a 
pretty warm ten minutes. Hill's style 
of lighting is not altogether to he com- 
mended. He made use of his broth- 
er's trick of "covering up." and shoved 
his opponent over the ropes in a surpris- 
ing manner. Still, he went at it like 
a whirlwind and only lost on the de- 
cision. In the match for the light-;

Beryl and Topaz Carefully Drag- 
ging Royal Roads For 
Bodies.

All day yesterday Royal Roads was 
scoured in every direction by the Royal 
Engineer launches Beryl and 'JL'oiia/.

When night fell none of the bodies had 
been recovered. A number of other boats 
helped in the search, the dragging being

results. 

It is pointed out that the strong cur- 
j'cnts that set around Albert Head are 
quite likely to have taken the coipses 
far away from that locality, but despite 
litis likelyhood no efforts will be spared 
to recover the remains of the victims. 

The Beryl and Topaz, which were 
built at the Victoria Machinery Depot 
Company's yards, are specially well fit- 
ted for such a search as is now being 
rcarried on, as they have all the appa- 
ratus necessary for grappling for mines, 
ami lifting and laying submarine mate- 
rial used by the Royal Engineers in 
their multifarious duties. The vessels 
are high-powered and can attain a line 
fate si .-,j,eed under forced draught. 

The search for the bodies of the un- 
fortunate men will be carried on vigor- 
ously until it is certain that they are 
not anywhere in the vicinity of the spot 
where they were last seen.

side of me, mid . I was under arrest. A 
subaltern, who misunderstood bis duty, 
demanded that 1 give up my camera, 
but an appeal to a senior officer resulted 
in the matter being arranged which was 
(juito right, for that negative laid been 
spoiled in the development even if it 
were a subject tabooed by tlio military. 

Ere daylight 1 left the k'ang, packed 
my world's goods, sat my interpreter 
upon them in the bullock curt, and 
started on the road. This was to be a 
long day's march; it was. Js'ight found 
us at Tort Adams, locally known as 
Puhiiitieii. The road lay through the 
plains, the wide acres of kowliang, nil- 
fenced and with each man's borders 
marked by a block of stone, the edge 
of the road marked by pits the farmers 
had dag to keep the carts on the way. 
Through mauy villages I rode, all clus- 
tered of stono and mud, hidden away 
in compounds, each surrounded by high 
walls of stone. The features of the 
villages that stand out most are the 
stone-walled boundaries, ami the mud 
•niiil stone of the low huts, the red 
buimerets that are waving to propitiate 
the gods of luck, often draped from a 
battered . kerosene can that luid afore- 
time held the wares of the Standard 
Oil or the Russian Oil Company, 
yrho route was a kaleidoscope of 
picUiresquoness until 1 halted in com- 
imiiy with Burleigh of the Telegraph, 
iScull of the i\ew York Globe and 1'ratt 
of the Sydney Herald— the only Aus- 
tralian among us — in the shade of some 
trees at Sao-ehan-men-pu-cu. There we 
t Kilned on army biscuit, hard tack, and 
a tin of sardines. 

Then it was found that the hard 
going, so soon after coming from the 
transport, had made .itself felt on the 
ponies; One was lame, and we all 
sought the village blacksmith. Nearly 
every village of any size has a black- 
smith's shop, with a rough frame to 
which the horses are lushed helplessly 
In he shod, before the doors. To him 
we went and the foot of the unfortun- 
ate animal was doctored, Then we went 
on, through miles and miles of kowliang, 
down into a wide valley, through which 
the railway ran. mi the lefl of which 
lay the inlet of the ^ei>, up which the 
junks come to Pulnntien. All along the 
railway we • passed deserted railway 
stations and barracks for railway guards 
Which are scattered ;it. short distances 
along the line — what an army of rail- 
way guards Russia must have had in 
the Ltaotllllg alone!

the plain, the thousands or coolies at 
the trains, are under their charge. Since 
the soldiers came, the Chinese have es- 
tablished a village of pules and matting, 
with hotels, beer shops, blacksmiths, all 
sort and condition of shops. The goat- 
herds drove their flocks through the 
village, and the innkeepers slaughter the 
goat they take from the Mock while the 
herd stands. hi the morning I rode 
through this (duster of Chinese shacks 
of matting and but across the plain to 
the north. Declines, ravines, and ruts, 
shallow rivers and broken bridges — gir- 
der bridges lifted from their piers by 
giuicotton fired by fugitive Kussiaus-' 
marked the way and the bullock carts 
had rough time on -such rough roads. 
Through villages, past destroyed stn- 
ind that lie believed itjtlons and barracks, through maize fields,

In San Fran- 
cisco it is claimed that there are two 
iRussian war vessels in the Pacific lay- 
ing in wait for we who are taking these 
rails, but I don't believe that either. 
It does not stand to reason that the 
Russians will try to intercept us In tlio 
Pacific, even if they have any war ves- 
sels there. Where would they take us? 
They could not take us to Ykulivostoek 
— the .laps would intercept them. They 
could not take us around through the 
>Suez canal, for they would he inter- 
cepted that way. 

"No, even if the cargo was contraband 
of war, there is no danger. The Rus- 
sia ns are too well tied up. Our charter 
calls for delivery at Yokohama. We are 
chartered by American parties and wo 
deliver our cargo to an Aincricnn con- 
signee. We shall sail as direct and run 
no more danger than any of the regular 
■Oriental liners. With good luck the 
Hero can be loaded in five days. I do 
not know how long we will be here. 
We will take about 0,000 tons of rails

1 Wofaogtieu is a typical Russian di- 
visional station of the fourth class. Til 
Station is of brick, and a water towe 
of wood and iron stands nearby. Two 
streets of scattered buildings of brick 
and stono houses and a barracks form 
the town. The railway was being used, 
coolies supplying the place of the loco- 
motives. To a telegraph post a whining 
Chinaman was strapped and a notic 
printed with Chinese characters told that 
lie was a thief who had stolen coal. 
Jinny Chinese stood about the pillored 
man, laughing, and 1 watched, wearily, 
sleepily. Then I went to my camp anil 
slept. In the morning we rede out again 
among the fields of kowliang, and at 
noon I came to a village, Sonchiatun, 
where there were marks of shells— 1 
had reached the battlefield of Tehlisz. 

From Tehlisz we went on at day- 
break, past Russian graves where vic- 
tims of that retreat were buried, into a 
valley beyond which loomed the moun- 
tains. The convoys wound north acrosi 
fords, and through villages. Southward 
hound were convoys of sick and wound 
cd. sad-looking men who seemed tin 
picture id' despair. The day was hot. 
the sun pitiless, and we were tired and 
saddle-worn when we rode into Wnfang- 
kou, where a station-master, long since 
fled, bad made a garden. 1 spread my 
blanket beneath a tree, and slept until 
the sun was in the sky. 

August (Ith broke pitilessly, and we 
rode forth, and disentangling ourselves 
from the bullock carts, we went into the 
plain, and via the railway, to Ilsiung- 
yao. There I visited the nearby Chin- 
ese city, as dirty and as picturesque us 
any, and 1 slept 011 the verandah of an 
abandoned Russian barrack. Next 
morning I heard Whiting's voice at. the 
temporary stables. He was singing. 
"Marching, inarching, marching, 
Always 11-ra arching, 
Riding, riding, riding,

They had canned fruits and 
Armour's beef, and with what remain- 
ed of our water-soaked stores, we made 
a good dinner. In the morning of Aug- 
ust 8th it ralhed heavily still and we 
remained there, drying clothes over big 
charcoal tires, mid lite next da?; ere 
uoou r we resumed the trek north. 

Two miles north from Kaipiag we 
came upon the held Of battles there, the 
field being on two hills Oil either side 
of the rood, both connected 'by a small 
stone bridge. On one of the hills was 
a large Mahommedan monument, a 
square tower of crumbling stone, which 
seemed to have been broken at a corner 
by a shell. There were some well-con- 
structed shelter trenches and several 
lines of trenches 011 the trill, with wir#- 
ontunglenieuU that seemed very useless 
at the foot. We (1 and the artist) scram- 
bled down from the hill and rode north 
— and then it rained again, Whiting 
aud Wallace, of the S. h\ Bulletin, wbu 
had come up, both got into a spruit, 
while my pony made 11 good ford. The 
others went in to their saddles and got 
wet. We sheltered for a while at a hill- 
side temple proceeded towards 
dark. Night fell with more rain, and 
it wits a dark ami dismal night. So 
to make things more interesting we lost 
our way. For several hours we stagger- 
ed over muddy roads, floundering in mud 
that often reached almost to the horses' 
Withers-,, and shortly before midnight we 
saw a distant light. It was a railway 
barracks aud tin-re were Japtvcese there. 
We shouted and finally a sentry came. 
The barracks was at the other side of 
a flooded spruit, aud Prior and Bur- 
leigh were halted there, both lost. The 
sentry shouted that we must cross; so 
we crossed. And then things happened. 
vMelton Prior's horse slipped and went 
down, carrying the veteran with him. 
Whiting and Wallace sprang into the 
spruit, having quickly dismounted, and 
dragged the artist out, he pluckily hold- 
ing up his horse as well as he could. 
(When we had forded the spruit and 
reached the station a guide came and 
led us Into the darkness. Suddenly bis- 
light went out and he disappeared. We 

were lost again. Vainly we searched 
through the kowliang and ultimately 
Wallace. Whiting and 1 found a Chinese 
house, where we pummelled on the door 
until we gained admittance, and then 
tired and weary we sk«>t. 

By daylight, stone soldiers who had 
discovered our whereabouts from the 
the Chinese enme mid brought us rice, 
tinned meat and beep. The Chinese gave 
us millet and tea. Wo had cocoa and 
sardines in our saddle bags aud all told, 
had enough for breakfast. Some of the 
other lost ones entile in as we break- 
fasted, having been riding all night. 
They stayed to sleep, hut we pushed 
on seeking the front, By night we were 
at. Ta-shih-c'hlno, 11 distinctly Russian 
city, of brick and stone, the railway 
junction lo Newchwang U miles away. 
Xot long before we came, there was 
heavy fighting at Ta-sluh-chiao. We saw 
the trenches and the marks of bal lie 
amidst the cut kowliang as we rodo 
north. That night. August lOtll, we 
"pigged it" on the floor of 1111 abandon- 
ed house, whoso broken window looked 
out on the barracks which had been 
converted Into a Red Cross hospital that 
held -170 wounded. We sat, squatting 
oil (he Hour, ami at from the cans we 
brought, — the canteen had failed com- 
pletely to keep up with our gait — and 
slept on the floor, wrapped in our horse 
blankets. 

In the morning, behind tlio convoys 
of bullock carls and the heavy train- 
loads of supplies which the Chinese 
hauled, we rode towards Ilaicheng. 
There were many carcasses of horses 
on the road, and the way was thick with 
transports and moving soldiery. The 
railway barracks that had been loop- 
holed and stockaded looked as though 
(here had been recent lighting then?; in 
fact, us wo ciunc to the towered gates 
of Halehcng the war seemed near,

So Declares Fruit Inspector Cun. 
nlngham Who Has just 
Tomed Interior. 



Much Good Land Available For 
Culture and all Prospects

Vaaicouver, 15. C, Sop. 24: f'l am 
convinced that British Columbia will be 
the garden of Onnada." This statement 
was made to the Colonist correspondent 
tiiis morning by Thos. Cunningham, 
Provincial Fruit inspector, who lius just 
returned from a trip through the fruit 
growing sections of the Province. He 
is surprised and much gratified over his 
inspection. The tour of inspection 
started iu August last. 

After attending the fruit growers' 
meeting in Nelson, he repaired to Iloss- 
Idnd aud found that much affected fruit 
was coming over the border. He re- 
appointed to the position of Inspector 
:it that place, W. B. Towusend. e.\- 
indyor of New Westminster, now a resi- 
dent of Itosslnnrl, and on a subsequent 
visit found that no more affected fruit 
was getting Into tlie country. He then 
"visited Boundary Creek. Grand Forks, 
Midway, Greenwood, ltoek Creek, Sid- 
ley, and straightened up the fruit in- 
spection operations and enquired into tho 
conduct of affairs. 

He found that affected fruit was get- 
ting across the border in wagons. Ped- 
dlers drove across the line and distribut- 
ed fruit to farmers before they reached 
tlie inspector's quarters. 

Mr. Cunningham interested all tlie 
fruit growers along the border as aids 
1o the department in watching the roads 
over which teams from the other side 
are apt to drive. As Mr. Cunningham 
put it there was an army of amateur dc,- 
tccttres on the watch along the whole 



on his trip he would estimate that 500,- 
000 trees would he planted before tllfl 
first of May. This of course is a I'ecord, 
•Many of the orchards are making mon- 
ey. One owner sold $3,000i worth of 
fruit off the trees and lnul never touched 
the trees while it was bearing. 

He stopped off aft Knmloops to in- 
spect the 6,000 acre Harper farm. This 
farm lias 1,200 acres under cultivation 
and one hundred acres are being pre- 
pared for the planting of fruit trees. 
The farm is owned by a syndicate of 
which J. D. Prentice is the head. Tlie 
manager is A. Wallace. 3,000 head of 
cattle are being fed and n,!)t)0 tons of 
liny have been cut. While he was 
there there were twenty-five men cut- 
ting Alfalfa 'hay. He was pleased to 
find that alfalfa, one of the most valu- 
able fodders in existence, which has re- 
volutionized the liny business in Cali- 
fornia, was being largely planted iu the 
dry belt. In California there was often 
three crops of this hay and it ran about 
live tons to the acre. Mr. Wallace is 
going largely into hog raising. He 1ms 
now fifty head of sows and fifty more 
coming. 

Mri Cunningham was asked why it 
was that he stated that British Colum- 
bia grew as tine fruit as anywhere in 
the world, when there was nn impres- 
sion in Vancouver that much of the B; 
C. fruit was woodeuy in taste. 

Mr. Cunningham said that it was false 
that B. C. fruit was woodeny in flavor. 
This applied only to fruit grown in the 
wet low land in some sections of the 
Const mainland. The fruit grown gen- 
erally was as fine in quality mid flavor

There is one difficulty, however, that 
they have to contend with in the conn- 
try— tho destructive gopher, ground ling, 
and other animals of the rodent family 
which do so much harm to grain fields 
and young trees. On learning this Mr. 
Cunningham at. once commenced to ex- 
periment for the purpose of finding a 
means of exterminating these destruct- 
ive animals, and was fortunately aide 
to hit upon a smothering method which 
can he adopted nt a small cost, by which 
the country can he rid of these pests. 
This will nlso apply to muskrafs tho 
enemy of the dyke. After the fall fairs 
Mr. Cunningham will demonstrate how 
the rodents are to be destroyed. Ho will 
visit several orchards and after smother- 
ins the animal will have the creatui"? 
dug up dead as an ocular demonstration 
that tlie method will work satisfactorily. 
As Is well known rodents cannot be dus 
up alive as their underground houses 
have many chambers and a back door 
hidden from view by which they defy 
detection. Mr. Cunningham said that 
the d'scovery of so much excellent fruit 
land was n complete surprise.

Those who were fit were sent 
in batches of 12!)!), UtJO, and 347 respec- 
tively to the mines in three days, in 
specjal trains as third-class passengers, 
meals being provided en route. After 
arrival, 33 cases of beri-beri were re- 
ported up to Juno 30. These were isola- 
ted and treated by a Chinese doctor. 
It Is stated tlmt every possible effort 
• was made by the mining houses and 
their officials to provide suit able food 
aud accommodation for the coolies, and 
the latter, it is said, have expressed 
themselves as being thoroughly satis- 
fied with their treatment. Lord Mil- 
nor reports that the Chinese laborers 
are quite keen on becoming expert 
miners; they show neither fear nor dis- 
like of working underground. They are, 
Lord Milner says, thoroughly familiar 
with the terms of contract, and are 
apparently quite capable of looking af- 
ter their own interests. It is further 
said that the cause of beri-beri wus 
neither the food nor climate, nor their 
treatment nt the mines. The remedy 
suggested is a more stringent medical 
examination at the port of embarkation 
and also at the port of lauding. This, 
it is said has been attended to. Lord 
Milner lightly says that "it is too early 
yet to make any definite pronounce- 
ment as to the success of the first ex- 
periment:" but. lie adds, "it is regard- 
ed as highly satisfactory by the mine 
officials and managers." lie further 
says:— "No permanent economic re- 
sults are to he expected from one, el- 
even several, shipments of this size;" 
that is to say, of over 1000 iu each 
ship. Every expression of opinion and 
statement of fact from and by the n.a.. 
who is officially responsible for this 
"experiment" deserves, and will have 
due attention. With respect to white 
labor, he says that "there 1ms been no 
disturbance or hostile criticism of any 
sort with the arrival of this batch o':' 
laborers." He is informed "111111 there 
is an apprciable increase in the number 
of Knfllrs re-engaging for further peri- 
ods of service in the mines, but they 
have shown no ill-fcling towards the 
new comers. The white miners appear 
to have received them with the utmost 
satisfaction." It seems that one ot the 
conditions of the employment of Chin- 
ese was that they were not to under- 
cut Kaffir wages as existing at the 
date of the importation of coolie la- 
bor. They were not .to be a substitute 
for Kaffirs, but supplementary to the 
employment of the latter. '.So very 
much depends upon tin. manner in 
which the experiment is conducted, that 
every reassurance of this kind has an 
important bearing upon the emplov- 
bent of Indentured Chinese. Kor the 
present we must bo content with this 
til st report on the results of the ex- 
periment, so far.

IRRIGATION IN EGTPO?. 

In place of being the crown of tho 
most valuable irrigate an work which 
British engineers have executed in 
Kgypt, the Assouan dam promises to 
be only tho premise to still more im- 
portant works, an outline of which is 
given in Sir William Garstin's report, 
just publshed as a Blue Book. Lack 
of space prevents us this week from 
dealing at all adequately with the grand 
schemes by which it is proposed to 
bring under cultivation about one mil- 
lion acres of land, while three-quarters 
of a million acres more will at the same 
time be changed from basin to perennial 
irrigation. Tne cost of the works need- 
ed is estimated at E21,400,0001., and 
the annual return from the outlay, on 
a moderate estimate, is El,2or>,0001. 
The capital necessary cannot, of course, 
be found at once, unit in view of the 
excellent understanding now subsisting 
between our French friends and our- 
selves, it is to be expected that no ditll- 
ciilty will be found, as years go by, m 
providing the money necessary for each 
part of the scheme as the plans for it 
are matured. At present, of course, tho 
ipieliminary surveys only permit of the 
making of a very rough estimate of the 
cost of some portions of the proposed 
new undertaking. The most serious of 
these involve the construction of a new 
channel for the Nile between Bor and 
Sobat, a distance of about 200 miles, 
the effect of which would bo to drain 
over 1,000 square miles of swamp 
'where a very large proportion or tut 
summer flow received from the Albert 
and Victoria lakes is now lost by evap- 
oration.

It's « grand 
idea for a street car company to let each 
anan furnish his own car, and have It to 
salt his taste. lie certainly can't grutnb'e 
at the time made when his own two 
Kaffir boys push the tar from behind. 

The Mozambique Company governs Por- 
tuguese East Africa. Its little army Is 
paid by the company, and Its postage 
stamps are stamped' across "Coinpo 5c 
• Mocanibhjue." iShortly after the Cape of 
flood Hope was discovered this portion of 
East Africa came nnder the uoiualn of 
Ferdinand and Isabella. Its souvenir post 
cards bear the dates 1408-1808.

Fancy the feelings of a 
Spanish Don on being addressed la kitchen 
Kaffir. 

Tlie standing army at Lelra consists of 
some tliXJ men. Vou'll realize the neces- 
sity for it to lie a standing army when 
you Had out that the stable of the dragoon 
regiment contains two mules. These val- 
uable beasts perforin outpost duty in over- 
seeing tlie neighboring kraals. ( The ord- 
nance department has live guns, but when 
the mules are occupied eaeli gun is drug- 
ged through the sand by ten or twenty 
Kaffirs, with u white man running ahead 
to point out the way. 

We couldn't understand why there was 
no cab at tlie station when we arrived, 
but it stands to reason we couldn't, ex- 
pect the dragoon regiment to be turned 
out to escort us to out hotel. We giggled 
ad the way there at the queer sensation 
of being pushed along by a couple of 
•ilggcrs, like twins in a baby carriage. 

Some years ago, ten Ships of the lirltlsli 
navy camo in to lieira ou a visit. The 

.standing army was very polite and sent 
out an invitation for all the tars who 
were olf duty to come ashore for after- 
noon tea. About three thousand accepted 
the invitation and entirely swamped thu 
tea party. Itui they hud a lovely time 
ashore, nevertheless. Portuguese wines 
are cheap! 
There was one Portuguese gunboat In 

.the U'.dra harbor at the time. She was 
about big enough to be swung up by the 

davits onto the deck of a Jtritlsli man-of- 
war. Her Officers attended .strictly to duty 
ill. ring tlie visit, but uu soon as tlie fleet 
WU8 safely around the point tile crew of 
:ii! came ashore. "We've seen them safelv 
out," said tlie captain, witlt a puff of 
huge Importance. -'We've seen them safe- 
ly out." 

To tell the truth '•■'<) 'more than n cer- 
tain pilot could boast. He used to be a 
policeman, but his Ignorance of English 
caused so much annoyance ho was re- 
moved, Forthwith lie blossomed out Into 
a pilot. The captain of the most valu- 
able vessel hadn't a word to say when 
he took the helm. Belru harbor Is very 
shallow, with a strong tide.

All the way down to Bcira we kept re- 
joicing that after two years of life inland 
we were at last to get to thu sea. llutti- 
iug and llshlug, watching the big breakers 
and sniffing the ocean breeze formed pare 
of our pleasant anticipations. Tlie prov- 
erb .proved true. It looked Ike the sea, 
and it sounded like the sea, but the salty 
stnell was a minus quantity. As for batu- 
Ing, If you tried that Innocent amusement 
you either got arrested or the sharks ate, 
you up. 

There's another thing the Portuguese 
are particular about. A man must wear u 
coat. On trek riding urgccb.es and a soft 
shirt are all that are required. In the 
towns they put ou a little more style by 
having the -shirt Ironed, but Portuguese 
taste requires It to be covered by a coat, 
and that buttoned up to the chin. They've 
put men In prison for going without:

IS roufih Work of Tourist 

Association. 



Competition the Life of Trade 
and Advertising Is the 
Bread. 



"Nearly four hundred thousand dol- 
lars in cask will coiuo into thd City of 
Victoria this year iluongli the expendi- 
ture of tht? citizens' money during the 
past two or three years, in advertising 
the city as li tourrsc resort," was tho 
astonishing reply of Mr. Herbert Cuth- 
bert, to a Colonist reporter who called 
at the tourist rooms lor some informa- 
tion as to what results were being ob- 
tained from the work of the Association. 

"Of course, this money is not all left 
by visitors, at the same time, it is the 
direct result of the enterprise shown by 
tlie citizens in subscribing money to 
make the - work of the association pos- 
sible. Had there been no concerted 
action to advertise the city there would 
have been no Canadian Pacific hotel. 
The statement of Sir Thomas Shnugh- 
nessy in this connection is not necessary 
to repeat here. As yon have asked for 
a statement on this matter, I would 
call your attention to the fact that it 
is impossible to point in the past his- 
tory of Victoria to any such result from 
the expenditure of money in any other 
way whatever. As to how that large 
sum of money is derived by the city, 
1 would say that approximately $101), • 
000.00 will come into the pockets of the 
people who own the property on Hum- 
boldt street, another $100,000 will be 
distributed through the. contractors in 
labor and material in the preparation 
of the foundation for the new hotel and 
it can be safely estimated, from the 
number of people who have visited Vic- 
toria this year, that $150,000.00 has 
been left in the city by them; This can 
hardly be realized unless you go into 
ligures, but if you do this estimate will 
be found rather under than over the 
amount derived from this source. In 
nddtion to these sources of revenue at 
least $50,000.00 has been expended by 
strangers in purchasing homes in Vic- 
toria and district. Naturally these large 
sums of money cannot be placed in cir- 
culation in this city without everybody 
feeling it, at the same time one does 
not always recognize whence it comes. 
Of course, so far as the travel Itself is 
concerned this year has been lighter 
during one or two months than we ex- 
pected, it has been heavy and at the 
same time it will probably cover a much 
longer period, as evidenced by the fact 
that although it is the end of Septem- 
ber the tally-ho is still kept busy carry- 
ing full loads almost every day. 

Asked as to the individual cases to 
which lie could point of the benefits de- 
rived from this source by different class- 
es of people in the city, Mr. Cuthbert 
stated that upon calling upon a certain 
•Doctor upon business ho found that he 
had a case in the hospital for operation, 
from Manitoba, and thd*; through treat- 
ing this case he bud also been required 
to attend several friends of this patient. 
Some members of the executive in cal- 
ling upon a local dentist found him 
engaged in doing considerable work for 
n resilient of the interior who had been 
attracted here by the Tourist Associa- 
tion literature. "I could point out to 
yon within « J mile of the Parliament 
Buildings several handsome residences, 
one of which must have cost at least 
?40Q0;00, btr't by people who had been 
attracted to our city by our advertising. 
A gentleman called yesterday morning 



to tell mo of another stranger who has 
purchased a property close to Victoria 
for about .fu',000.00 and who will expend 
on the property in stock and houses an- 
other $10,000.00 In the Driard one 
evening 1 was pointing out to a gentle- 
man, who has one of the leuding gents' 
furnishing stores in town, a toilrist who 
was very much in love witli the place, 
when ho rcplit-d, 'Yes, he spent .fiJS.OO 
in my store this morning,' and I know 
that he had visited several other largo 
stores. 

"I could go on and enumerate cases 
where benefit of the most substantial 
kind has resulted to our business men 
from this ■movement, but it will be 
patent to nil that the business derived 
from strangers by the storekeepers is 
very considerable, if one can judge by 
tht> display of souvenirs, curios, views, 
etc., which are now found in all tho 
leading stores of the city. Until this 
work was 'started the complaint was 
often made that Victoria was unknown 
in outside places and particularly 
amongst tourist resorts, today it is one 
of tho best known cities in America 
especially in the leading tourist resorts. 
It is placed on the itinerary of hundreds 
of people who come to the coast, who up 
to a few years ago never beard of it. 

"This work has had an important 
bearing upon public opinion in the city, 
wherever there is an eyesore or a nuis- 
ance or an improvement wanted it is 
almost always pointed out that it should 
certainly be removed because tourists 
will not have a good opinion of the city, 
etc. People are being educated to paint 
their, houses and otherwise improve their 
property." 

, "How has it affected building?" - 

"Well, there are more residences be- 
ing built t y is year than in any other 
in tho history o? the city. It is sufllc- 
ient that this class of properly is being 
Improved more than business blocks, 
showing that it is coming to the— front 
as a residential city. Some one might 
remark we would prefer business prop- 
erty. Yes, perhaps, but Victorians must 
not refuse to put the right value upon 
new residences and the increase in the 
'Inlying class' of people in the city be- 
cause people cannot be induced to erect 
business blocks jtist now." 

"In what other way does the adver- 
tising done by the Association help tho 
city V 

"In so many that they cannot be men- 
tioned in a conversation of reasonable 
length. Advertising works for us while 
we sleep. All over the world today will 
be found booklets, newspaper advertis- 
ing, magazine articles, or lantern slides 
of this city. This is doing good not only 
for this but for future y_ears. This 
work will, also, do more good to im- 
prove transportation to this city than 
anything else. Should this business de- 
velope. as in my own mind I think it 
will, we shall not have to beg of com- 
panies to come hero or to improve the 
service, the traffic will demand it." 

"Do you think that the public realize 
tho good that has come to the city 
through this advertising?" 

"Xo, really I do not. They do not 
stop to think or to ask' themselves this 
question, 'In what respect has the trade 
of Victoria improved apart from the 
tourist traffic during the past three 
years? Have we had an influx of manu- 
facturers? Have our commercial houses 
opened up in the North or elsewhere 
new avenues of business to which they 
can point out some distinct advantage 
to Victoria in dollars and cents?' What 
would our retail business have been, 
what would be the prospects for real 
estate, what would be the prospects of 
the city generally but for the tourist 
business? Surely there can be no better 
answer than the feeling of/ gloom that 
was prevalent a few weeks ago when 
it was rumored that the C. P. It. hotel 
was not to bo gone on with this year." 

"What are the prospects for the city 
for the future?" 

"Victoria, I believe, has passed tlie 
worst years in her history. Not for many 
years will she .have as dull a year as 
any one of the past live, and that will 
only be In the nature of a reaction fid- 
lowing L'ood times, but I could not 
enter upon that phase of the subject to- 



day but will prepare something for your 
paper for next Sunday if you want it. 
1 would only say that the future of any 
city does not depend upon the city itself, 
hut tho peoplo in it. A city with the 
natural advantages wo bave can be 
made what the citizens please to make it. 
If they want It to hu a city of -10,000 
people they can .make it so, but it will 
nut be by resting on their oars by think- 
ing that because a movement is not 
new it is not useful and it will not be 
without the expenditure of time and 
money. Whatever success litis attend- 
ed the advertising of this city it is 
largely due to the fact that tho whole 
matter was left in the hands of a small 
committee of successful business men 
with power to act. That is the secret 
of the success that is' attending our Ex- 
hibition this year, for given good weath- 
er it will bo a huge success. YeSj tlie 
future of Victoria can be made as 
bright and as prosperous as that of any 
city in tiie West, and it depends alto- 
gether ou her citizens."

FEUDALISM IN JAPAN. 

"The Quarterly" has been widely 
quoted ou account of a remarkable 
article on the Czar, written, the editor 
explains, by a Russian official of high 
rank, but it is not by any means tlie 
most valuable contribution to the "He- 
view." The most interesting article is 
a succinct account of the political, as 
apart from the social, Renaissance 
that has occurred in Japan during the 
past half-century, particularly since 
ISO!), when the restored Emperor issu- 
ed a decree creating a deliberate as- 
sembly for the discussion of public 
affairs, "the abolition of evil customs, 
and tlie adoption of a new system, in- 
cluding measures of national defence, 
based on careful study and tho experi- 
ence of foreign nations." The story of 
the voluntary abolition of feudalism 
reads like a fairy tale: — 

The Lords of Hizen, Kago, and Tosa 
joined with those of Salsuma and Clie- 
shill; and these great nobles, witli some 
Other Dinmios, laid their ancestral 
privileges at the foot of the throne. 
It was the "-Ith of August" of the 
Japanese Revolution; but the rights sur- 
rendered by the Japanese nobles wont 
far beyond those abandoned in that 
famous sitting at Versailles. In tho 
memorial with which tlie Diiimios ac- 
company their gift. after confessing 
that their feudal rights, like tiie power 
of the Shoguus, originated for the most 
part in force or usurpation, they pro- 
ceeded:— 

The country where we live is the 
Emperor's land; the food which we eat 
is grown by the Emperor's men. How- 
can we make it our own? We now 
reverently offer np the lists of our pos- 
sesions and men, with the prayer that 
the Emperor will take good measures 
for rewarding those to whom reward 
is due, and for taking from those to 
whom punishment is due. Let the 
Imperial orders he issued for altering 
and remodelling the territories of the 
various clans. Let the civil and penal 
codes, the militdrv law .... all 
proceed from the Emperor. Let all flic 
affairs of the Empire, great and small, 
be referred to him." (Iyenngd.) 

Tho example of the leading Dnimios 
was soon followed by most of the lesser 
men; and, in July 7, 1871, the era of 
feudalism, which had lasted for over 
eight centuries in Japan, was brought 
to a close by a laconic Imperial decree 
in the words:— "The clans are abolish- 
ed: and prefectures are established in 
their place." 

It is interesting to trace how rapidly 
military and other reforms were in- 
troduced, especially to notice how ((nick 
the Jajianese were to employ European 
assistance — and to dispense witli it 
when they no longer felt themselves in 
need of it. 

Tho introduction of railways was at 
first slow. During the ten years fol- 
lowing 1870 only 78 miles were laid. 
Then the Japanese leaped forward, and 
by 1000 had laid 8,040 miles, wihch is 
all the more astonishing when we re- 
member that Japan is' an extremely 
hilly country. But this is only one 



THE PLIGHT OK TUB SCOTCH FltEB 
CHURCH. 

What Is described as "one of the most 
serious religious and social crises in Itrlt- 
Isli history" was precipitated a few days 
ago by a decision of the House of L,orda 
affecting 1,100 ministers and nearly 300,- 
000 communicants of the United. Free 
Church of Scotland, The details of the 
case are given by l'rof. E. Charlton Black, 
of Boston University, In an article lu the 
Boston Transcript (August If): 

"This judgment of the House of Lords 
means that, In round numbers, over live 
million dollars In money and property la 
churches and manses, valued at sixty 
million dollars, representing ■ every jot and 
tittle of the savings of tlie largest of the 
Scottish Free Churches accumulated since 
lS-ili, must be handed over to some twenty- 
live ministers and congregations, mostly 
Gaelic-speaking and In obscure Highland 
glens — the almost Invisible and as it once 
seemed utterly powerless minority who 
four years ago refused to Join the great 
body of their fellows when they united 
with the United Presbyterian Church to 
form the present United Free Church of 
Scotland. This minority called Itself the 
Free Church of Scotland, faltkfaKJn theo- 
logical doctrines and In ecclesiastical pro- 
cedure to the great principles of the dis- 
ruption of 1&13 when, splitting off on the 
question of patronage, about one-half of 
the ministers cf the established church 
gave up their benefices and all connection 
with that body and, choosing Dr. Chalmers 
as leader and moderator, formed the fa- 
mous Free Church 

"When this first handful of' Highland 
ministers announced their Intention of 
making a claim for the vast property of 
the Free Church, they were treated with 
ridicule and contempt. Principal Rainy, 
long head cf the Edinburgh Free Church 
College and a master of ecclesiastical 
statecraft, who engineered the great union 
between the Free Church and the United 
1'reshyterlan Church In 1000, refused to 
parley with them, or make any compro- 
mise; and when the Scottish courts de- 
cided against their claims, It was thought 
that the matter was ended. But an appeal 
was made to the House of Lords; and 
the case was reheard In May and June 
of this year before as powerful a bench 
as ever sat to consider an appeal case — 
a bench which included the Lord Chief 
Justice, Baron A Ivors tone; Lord .lames of 
Hereford, Lord Halsbury and Lord Rob- 
ertson. Day by day a brilliant Audience 
listened to the debates between the lead- 
ing lights of the Scottish bar who acted 
as counsel, the Archbishop of Canterbury 
being an Interested listener on several oc- 
casions. 

"In the Scottish courts the question was 
made to tarn lu great measure upon such 
ecclesiastical questions as whether the 
United Free Church held the same atti- 
tude toward the Established Church oi> 
the matter. In the House of Lords the 
matter broadened into such questions of 
theology and ecclesiastical history. The 
United Free Church r.t the time of the 
union, four years ago, claimed the right 
to manage Its creed and revise its con- 
fession of faith and catechism; while the 
minority ministers declared that In doing 
so It forfeited Its rights that belonged to 
It by virtue of subscription to the old 
church standards. This phase of the dis- 
pute was what seemed to attract the Lords 
of Appeal. The old theological subtleties 
and hair-splitting Involved In Calvlnistlc 
doctrines, as opposed to Socinlau or Ar- 
mlnlan. were aired out In the strange at- 
mosphere of the glided chamber; and the 
whole discussion was gathered up In the 
question put so pointedly by Mr. Asher, 
dean of the Scottish law courts, who rep- 
resented the defence for the United Free 
Church: Can It be inalntrJned that a 
church can change Its creed? 

By a mnjorlty of two the highest tri- 
bunal in England has decided that, If a 
church changes Its creed, it forfeits its 
title, Its Identity, Its personality. The 
disposition of the money and the property 
Involved In this decision Is perhaps the 
most important aspect of the ease. 

But Infinitely more linportnnt Is 
The principle back of the decision— a de- 
cision that will tend to turn back the 
fingers on the dial of progress, and will 
result most disastrously in all matters of 
Church union, creed revision and religions 
liberty. AYo may be sure that the dis- 
pute will not end with this legal dispo- 
sition of the loaves and fishes. It may 
mean such an upheaval In Scotland as has 
not been felt there since the deatli of 
Wallace or the agitations of Knox."
